Stories 
about Henry III. and ſome other Princes. They father upon him the 
Satyr, entitled, The Carholick' Confeſſion of Faith of Monſieur de Sanci, the 
Bares de Feneſte, and the Amours of Henry I his Maſter, under the Name 


of the Great Alcander. N 
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He hada Son call'd Francis d Aubigne, Fathet to Madam Maintenon, of 
whom he complains bitterly in his Hiſtory, and who was indeed a great 
Debauchee. He was Committed to Priſon for ſome Mildemeanor, of which 
he was accuſed, but he made his Eſcape by the help of hisJaylor's Daugh- 
ter, with whom he Tranſported himſelf into America, where he had Friend 
and Acquaintance, his Father having ſent him before into the new World, 
both to conceal from the Publick his Licentious Life, and to puniſh him 
for it. There he married his Fellow Adventurer, either out of Loye a1 
Gratitude, and by her got a Daughter, whom they called Frances, ſo wel 
known at preſent all the World over, under the Name of the Marchio- 
neſs. of Maintenon. Tis ſaid, that a Lady of Quality, who was her God- 
Mother, being charm'd with her Wit and Sprightlineſs, ask d her of her 
Father, and brought her into Europe along with her; and that being come 
to Paris, her great Genius procured her the Acquaintance and Eſteem of 
abundance of Perſons of Merit and Learning. People ſpeak variouſly a- 
bout her Adventures before her Marriage with Monſieur Scarros. Havi 
no Fortune, ſhe willingly accepted a Husband, "whoſe Purſe and great Re 
putation, would make her live at eaſe and with credit, ſo that ſhe did nat 
much ſtick at the Monſtrous Figure of the Man. The great numbet of Peog 
ple of diſtinction, who reſorted to Mr. Scarrom s, gave occaſion to His Wife to. 
imptoye and perfect her Talents, and to converſe with the moſt Jlluſtrion! 
Perſons in Paris. After the Death of that Poet, which happen ꝗ on the, 
Fourteenth of Ofober, 1660. She lived at Paris upon thetmall Income. 
her Husband had left her; her Houſe being ſtill the Rendezvous o 
the moſt Witty, and moſt Polite Perſons of the Court and che City, 
which gain'd her à great Reputation. When Madam Hu clog ber, 
came the King's Miſtreſs, our Heroin found means to ſerc hw berlclf into 
her Confidence; and good Graces.
